IS THE WORLD DOOMED?

HE FUTURE of the world 
has often been a subject 
for sober reflection. 
Man’s interest in and his 
affection for the earth 
7 || has been motivated prin- 
4- [| cipally by the fact that it 

=W H) is his habitat. It is doubt- 
Se ful, except as a matter of 
astronomical curiosity, whether the fu- 
ture of the earth would be of much con- 
cern to man if it were just another speck 
in the heavens at which he could gaze. 
From the most remote times man has 
been searching for some assurance of 
the permanency of human existence. 
‘That individual life is transient is all 
too evident in the sheer realities of dis- 
ease, old age and death. 


Fortunately, the dual functioning of 
man’s nature has given rise to the con- 
cept of another self. The belief that 
this self is indestructible and immateri- 
al has ascribed to it an immortality— 
a continuous existence elsewhere. Al- 
though mythology, religion, and many 
philosophies have idealized this im- 
mortal state, the life of the soul—the 
future of mortal mankind — has con-- 
tinued to trouble humanity. 


The problem has always resolved 
down to whether man is here by special 


decree or as a descent from a series of . 


natural causes. If human life is a spon- 
taneous creation, that is, if it is or- 
dained by supernatural or divine in- 
telligence, it would seem plausible that 
the earth was created as the stage for 
man’s operations. This conception 
makes a strong appeal to many minds. 
It subordinates all of man’s require- 


ments to a presumed purpose for him. 
Each thing which man uses, as well 
as the earth, it is conceived, was de- 
signed to fill a need for him. Super- 
ficially, this seems reasonable. Suppose 
I am a creator. I make an intricate de- 
vice to accomplish a certain thing 
which I consider important. It would 
be consistent and essential that 1 place 
that device where its purpose would be 
more easily fulfilled. I certainly would 
not defeat whatever end I had in mind 
by placing it where it would be un- 
necessarily exposed to destructive ele- 
ments. 


Spontaneous existence has been a 
pleasing thought to man. It has grati- 
fied his vanity; it has given him a sense 
of superiority. He has found various 
satisfactions in the belief that the hu- 
man was created as he is. singled out 
from all other living things. Instead of 
evolving to his present members and 
functions, it is thought that they were 
preconceived—from the ten fingers of 
his hands to his exceptional reasoning 
powers,,, This conceived unique origin 
of Homo sapiens likewise necessitated 
the earth having a place of importance 
in the Cosmic scheme. Consequently, 
in many cosmologies the earth is de- 
clared to have been created shortly pre- 
ceding man himself, or to have had a 
\foncomitant existence. The Book of 
Genesis is an example of this former 
conception. One has only to turn to the 
first chapter of the Book of Genesis to 
find in the margin the date 4004 B. C. 
recorded with confidence that it was 
the beginning of creation, and that 
man’s origin, if literally interpreted, 
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was not long thereafter. It is only a 
little over a half-century ago that ra 
sons in a great portion of our globe 
accepted that date. 

It must have become apparent at 
rather an early date that the earth was 
quite unreliable insofar as its effects 
upon man were concerned. Along with 
the fertility of the soil, the warmth of 
the sun, and the abundance of easily 
utilized resources, there were catastro- 
phes which mercilessly destroyed man. 
Tidal waves, earthquakes, volcanic 
eruptions and glacial descents gave no 
indication of earth’s submission to man. 
For those, therefore, who conceived 
man as a spontaneous creation, as a 
creature designed to be superior in the 
universe, there could be only two ex- 
planations for this hostility of earth 
toward mankind. Either it was an in- 
dication of divine displeasure, the con- 
sequent of man’s nonconformity to spir- 
itual edicts; or it was an indication that 
the earth was to be destroyed because 
of the dereliction of humanity, as had 
often been predicted. The more severe 
the calamity, the greater the despair 
and resignation to the belief that the end 
of the world, especially premeditated 
by a deity, was about to come. Cyprian, 
one of the early Christian fathers, said 
at a time when the Roman Empire was 
toppling and the social, economic, and 
political world was particularly chaotic: 
“You must know that the world has 
grown old, and does not remain in its 
former vigor. It bears witness to its 
decline. The rainfall and sun’s warmth 
are both diminishing; the metals are 
nearly exhausted; the husbandman is 
failing in the fields, the sailor on the 
seas, the soldier in camp, honesty in 
the market, justice in the courts, con- 
cord in friendships, skill in the arts, 
discipline in morals. This is a sentence 
passed upon the world, that everything 
which had a begmning should perish, 
that things which have reached ma- 
turity should grow old, the strong weak, 
the great small, and that after weakness 
and shrinkage should come dissolution.” 

We are told that many of the an- 
cients, as Dion, Lampridius, and Cen- 
sorinus all lamented the “rapid” de- 
cline of the world. The Emperor Juli- 
an in the fourth century A. D. ex- 
claimed that the world seemed to be 
“at its last gasp.” Still others, apparent- 


ly likewise convinced of the indiffer- 
ence of nature to man, whether because 
of the withdrawal of divine aegis or 
otherwise, exhorted their fellows to live 
only for each fleeting moment. Epi- 
curus said, “And even then sometimes 
when things earned with great toil now 
put forth their leaves over the lands and 
all are in blossom, either the ethereal 
sun burns them up with excess of heat, 
or sudden rains and cold frosts cut them 
off, and the blasts of winds waste them 
by a furious hurricane. Again, why 
does nature give food and increase to 
the frightful race of wild beasts, dan- 
gerous to mankind both by sea and 
land? why do the seasons of the year 
bring diseases in their train?” 
Notwithstanding these forceful ex- 
amples of at least an unsympathetic 
earth, man sought to cling to the belief 
that, since he resided here, earth was 
so selected for him. Not to give the 
earth a place of prominence in the uni- 
verse and not make man a special ob- 
ject of God’s attention, it seemed, would 
be to detract from the eminence of man. 
Copernicus, renowned astronomer, 
dared venture that the earth was not 
the center of our universe and was in 
comparison to other Cosmic bodies quite 
minute. He was declared a heretic. 
Subsequently, Galileo, who proved Co- 
pernicus’ theories by use of the tele- 
scope, was tried for his “heresy.” 


Origin of Earth 


Astronomy and geology have set 
forth plausible theories for the origin of 
our world and solar universe based up- 
on the observation of natural phenom- 
ena. These theories do not attack the 
conception of a divine intelligence or a 
mind cause of the Cosmos. They do 
oppose, however, a blind faith in a 
special providential decree creating 
earth for man, as many of the cosmol- 
ogies and ancient religions expounded. 
Such scientific explanations may strike 
at the vanity of man and the impor- 
tance of his earth, but they are realistic. 
They better prepare him to orient him- 
self to his true nature and its relation 
to the Cosmic. Some pairs of stars in 
rapid motion approach so closely as to 
nearly collide, we are told. If collision 
actually occurred, the tremendous ca- 
tastrophe which would result would be 
almost inconceivable. The close prox- 
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imity of these stars even if collision 
would not occur would produce such 
tremendous mutual tides that their sub- 
stances would flow out into space in 
rope-like streams. Such material, after 
the passing of the stars, would gradual- 
ly collect into planets and form around 
a central body. Such is believed to be 
the origin of our solar system. 
Upon the same premise, it is sup- 
ger that the earth was formed by the 
owing of matter out of the sun ages 
ago, when some star approached too 
close. The fragment which is earth was 
held in position by the gravitational at- 
traction of the sun and it rapidly re- 
volved in space. This caused it to have 
its spherical shape. Like other magnetic 
cells, it conformed to the laws of mag- 
netism having poles of opposing polar- 
ity. Gradually, over eons of time, the 
surface cooled and congealed. The cen- 
ter, it is contended, is still a nucleus of 
a matter having a tremendously 
igh temperature, due to the weight 
and consequent pressure of the exterior. 
Experimentation has shown that the in- 
terior of the earth, at a distance of six- 
ty miles, has a flexible or viscous sub- 
stance. This inner substance shifts and 
tilts with the ever-changing weight of 
the detritus materials carried by the 
rivers. To better visualize this, think 
of a semi-liquid substance in a bowl, 
shifting under the pressure of your fin- 
ger as you probe it in different places. 
When the earth was formed is, of 
course, a matter of scientific conjecture. 
What happened once to the sun, if we 
accept the origin of our earth and the 
explanation given above, can occur 
again. Such another catastrophe might 
cause fragments as large or larger than 
the earth to be thrown violently against 
it. The collision would mean instant de- 
struction of the earth. If actual col- 
lision did not occur, the tide of sub- 
stance caused to leave the earth by the 
attraction of the passing body would de- 
cimate the earth. There is also the 
possibility that new large bodies intro- 
duced into our solar system because of 
such a catastrophe would alter our re- 
lation to the sun and the other planets, 
changing the axis or rotation of the 
earth so as to destroy life immediately. 
Few persons realize the precarious 
position of human existence on earth, 
even if peace were to reign perpetually. 


Slight modification of the physical 
characteristics of the earth and its 
spatial environment would make it un- 
tenantable by humans. Water in liquid 
form is, as we know, indispensable to 
earth. The large oceans and rivers are 
necessary for rainfall. Small changes 
in the earth’s temperature would con- 
geal this water to solid ice, or vaporize 
it. A fall of but 10 per cent in the tem- 
perature of the globe would drive all 
life to the tropics. Further, high above 
the earth is an atmospheric filter that 
keeps all life from being frightfully and 
chemically burned. This atmospheric 
layer is that form of oxygen known as 
ozone. There is so little of it, if brought 
to the earth’s surface, that it would 
make a layer little thicker than the 
cover of an ordinary book. However, 
if this constituent of the atmosphere 
were to be destroyed, it would permit 
the entrance of a stream of ultraviolet 
rays which would blind humans or 
cause them to be terribly burned. 


The Glacial Threat 


We live in what is known geological- 
ly as the Fourth Warm Interval. There 
is geological evidence that the great 
glaciers, sheets of ice from the North 
polar cap, have advanced four times 
and retreated four times over large por- 
tions of the earth. The earliest descent 
of the ice began, it is estimated, in the 
early Stone Age, known to geologists as 
the Paleolithic Age. This occurred ap- 
proximately 500,000 years ago. Men 
lived during that ice age! Human bones 
have been found at a depth of eighty 
feet in strata of the early Stone Age. 
These early men must have greto ly 
become aware of the increasing cold in 
their forests. Eventually they must have 
heard the crashing of great trees as the 
terrain was being pushed up as if by a 
gigantic plow Be at the same time 
mountains were being ground down, 
and new valleys formed by the billions 
of tons of blue ice glistening in the sun 
and slowly moving southward. At some 
time men must have fled in terror from 
the encroachment of these masses of 
ice. They fled from northern Europe to 
the more southerly regions. Then after 
a lapse of thousands of years, the ice 
retreated and the climate again became

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Now it May be Told

The intelligent application of Rosicrucian principles played an important part in the 
recent European crisis. We continue quoting the manuscript transmitted by Jan Coops, 
Grand Master of the Rosicrucian Order, AMORG, in Holland. 


AM very grateful to say 
that our healing work, 
absent and contact, has 
been signally blessed in 
many cases, some of 
which were on my list 
for a long time, and in 
cases where our work 
was not blessed with a 
cure and transition proved inevitable, 
we had been able to alleviate much 
pain and suffering, physical and men- 
tal. This fills me with an unspeakable 
feeling of gratitude. Besides myself, 
there are two other fratres who regu- 
larly help with the healing work and 
who have had remarkable results, and 
there are undoubtedly others who have 
taken part in this service without re- 
porting about it. 

A thorough check-up on my physical 
condition showed that I was not only 
in excellent health, but the doctor was 
amazed at the results of the examina- 
tion of a man of sixty-five years. The 
blood test showed a surplus of 20 per 
cent of red blood-corpuscles. This was 
in a time when the food situation was 
already very precarious and the med- 
ical men of Holland in an open letter 
to the German Commissioner in Hol- 
land, Seyss Inquart, had already de- 
nounced the German Government for 
breaking down the health of the people. 
And, although we were at times essi 


above many thousands by receiving 
some extra food through friends in the 
country, yet we went to bed hungry 
every night. Even in September 1944, 
when I went in search of potatoes with 
my two sons, we walked thirty-five 
miles with no other food than a bit of 
cold rye-porridge. This we had eaten 
before leaving at half past five in the 
morning. We returned at seven in the 
evening without getting potatoes. This 
exertion did not affect me in any way. 

Although there has been much phys- 
ical suffering for most, if not all, mem- 
bers, as a result of the food and fuel 
famine, I may say that, speaking in 
general and as far as I have been able 
to ascertain, our suffering has not been 
the worst and, with one exception, none 
of our members has ever been in danger 
of his life. Frater van Veen, our former 
class master at The Hague, who was 
evacuated, suffered entire collapse and 
a stroke at a time when Soror van Veen 
was seriously ill with bronchitis. Frater 
van Veen, who is past seventy, has 
physically recuperated against the ex- 
pectation of his physician, but his men- 
tal faculties have suffered so much that 
it will be impossible for him to resume 
the class mastership, he being unable 
to say what he means, or sometimes 
saying something entirely different 
from what he means. Unfortunately, 
Frater and Soror van Veen had been 
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evacuated to a place far from where 
any of the other members lived. There 
being no mail service for many months, 
we were unaware of their plight; how- 
ever, had we known, we would have 
been unable to help in a material way 
because of absolute lack of transporta- 
tion or any means of communication. 


To Submit or Starve 


From September on, conditions be- 
came much worse. The Germans, 
aroused by the order of the Nether- 
lands’ Government at London for all 
railway men to strike, now decided to 
starve the people into submission, There 
was still enough food in the Eastern 
part, so the country was divided in two, 
the East and the West, by the German 
lines along the [Jssel. The farming 
country in the West was, to a great 
extent, inundated. Much valuable food 
was lost, and the roads from the East 
were watched to prevent food from 
filtering through to the West. In the 
Western part, hundreds of people died 
of starvation on the country roads while 
in search of food. Gradually, also, the 
public utilities stopped—no street-cars, 
no electricity, no gas, and no fuel dis- 
tribution. Lamps or oil were not to be 
had. No leather to repair shoes. No fuel 
to cook our food, such as it was. If it 
was not freezing weather I walked with 
wet feet all day. At night after coming 
home from visiting some patients who 
were being helped with contact treat- 
ment, I moved about in the dark in my 
overcoat, the only light being a tiny 
open oil-flame from an old-fashioned 
oil wick. Our hands were numb with 
the cold; circulation became so poor 
through lack of food that our fingers 
became white, bloodless, and insensible. 
But no matter how cold it was, how 
great our misery, I never missed going 
to my Sanctum before retiring, holding 
a short convocation and lighting the 
candle on the Altar in the East. 
BLESSED LIGHT SYMBOLICAL OF

Under the Saered Word 


I could not afford two candles; I 
could use but one candle, and that for 
only a few moments. In these short 
convocations I sent thoughts to all our 
members individually and to all Rosi- 
crucians, and in spirit I was at San 


Jose and in our Temple at Vancouver, 
Canada. Under the Sacred Word, I ap- 
pealed to the Cosmic, morning and 
evening, for those among our members 
who were in distress, as was also done 
by a number of the brothers and sisters 
—and not in vain. There was, for in- 
stance, the family van Stokkum. Soror 
van Stokkum has one son and three 
daughters. All except one daughter are 
members of the Order. They are the 
children of Dr. van Stokkum, Grand 
Master at Semarang, Netherlands East 
Indies. Dick van Stokkum was arrested 
for “underground” activities. He helped 
many Jews to escape and did other 
things, each one sufficient to deserve a 
death sentence in the German Courts. 
He was in prison for eight months. 
Then, suddenly and unexpectedly one 
evening, he was put outside without 
any explanation. His sister, Susanne 
van Stokkum, took over her brother’s 
work as soon as he was arrested. She, 
too, was arrested two weeks before she 
was to be married, and was given a 
sentence of life imprisonment and was 
sent to one of the terrible prison camps 
in Germany. We now have word that 
she is safe and being cared for in 
Sweden. After Susanne was arrested, 
Doris, a young nurse of about twenty 
years, at once took up the work for 
which her brother and sister had been 
sent to prison. After a while she, too, 
and her other sister were arrested. They 
were freed after two weeks. The mother 
had given refuge to a great number of 
fugitives and had to go into hiding her- 
self, at last. 

Then, there was Br. van Gastel, who 
has in the past very greatly helped me, 
and who was taken in a razzia at Rot- 
terdam where he lived; he escaped from 
the slave-labor camp after some time 
and had no further trouble. 

Our own sons were eighteen and 
twenty-one years at that time. They 
were getting thinner and weaker every 
day. In the middle of December 1944, 
they left home to make their way 
through the German lines to go to 
friends in the East, where plenty of 
food awaited them. They were arrested 
and sent to a slave-labor camp, and, 
while the guards seemed to have a par- 
ticular grudge against them because 
they were Canadians, yet they were un- 
doubtedly protected. When the young- 
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est openly denounced the guards for 
maltreating a fellow prisoner, they 
seemed not to dare to touch him, though 
many a prisoner had been clubbed to 
death for less than that. His leg was 
saved as by a wonder, after it had been 
thought necessary to amputate because 
of neglect after freezing—gangrene and 
severe infection having set in. When 
Arthur could walk again, the boys es- 
caped together. They reported at the 
nearest Canadian Army Headguarters, 
where Parzival asked to be permitted 
to enlist. He was engaged at Army 
Headquarters as an interpreter, and 
Arthur was taken to his original desti- 
nation. 


Came Christmas, 1944. A sad Christ- 
mas. Our boys were in prison. No fuel 
to warm ourselves. Very little food and 
of very poor quality. On the Sunday 
morning, the day before Christmas, our 
hearts were gladdened. We stayed in 
bed late, trying to keep warm and to 
forget that we were hungry. Then there 
was an unexpected ring of the doorbell. 
Dinie, Parzival’s fiancée, had come 
all the way from the most Eastern part 
of Holland to the extreme West to bring 
us food for Christmas. This courageous 
girl of nineteen rode a heavily loaded 
bicycle for fifteen hours, making her 
way through the German lines, making 
detours, spurting through towns and vil- 
lages, evading German sentries posted 
everywhere to intercept food filtering 
through; at every turn she feared she 
would lose her precious load. There 
was meat and butter; there were rye 
bread, rye meal, powdered milk, and 
eggs—things we had not seen for many 
months. What we enjoyed most was 
the kind and splendid gesture of this 
girl. It was an awful blow for her to 
hear that her loved one had fallen into 
the claws of the beasts, for enough veri- 
fied tales of atrocities committed in the 
prison camps had come through to 
make us know that the boys were in 
great danger. However, she kept a 
brave front; this girl’s attitude was 
heartening. Next morning at half past 
five she was off again in the dark, in 
bitter cold winter weather, to ride the 
bicycle again for fifteen hours, so she 
might be home with her folks on the 
evening of Christmas day. 


“Before the Sign of the Cross...” 


It was on December 30, 1936, that, 
in my Sanctum, the first Temple Con- 
vocation of the new cycle of activity in 
Holland had been held; and it was on 
December 30, 1943, after three and a 
half years of war that I called as many 
of the Fratres and Sorores together as 
were in, or could come to Amsterdam, 
for a convocation in my Sanctum. It 
was the closing of the first period of 
seven years of preparation. Although 
during one-half of this time our work 
had been suspended, we had kept in 
contact with one another; the New 
Year’s Celebration had been secretly 
held in my Sanctum every year. On 
this notable occasion I spoke in part, 
about as follows: 

“Brothers and Sisters! We have come 
together for an important event. It is 
today seven years since the first Temple 
Convocation was held in this Sanctum 
and we actually started the Sacred 
Work of our beloved Order. We have 
come here to commemorate this day, 
but, lo, the Sacred Flame does not burn 
on the Altar in the East. On Saturday, 
May 11, 1940, the last true Rosicrucian 
Convocation was held in this Sacred 
place and the Sacred Flame was ex- 
tinguished for an indefinite period. 
Three and a half years of darkness has 
reigned, because the Light from the 
East was obscured. 

“For three and a half years the Altar 
of our God on which used to burn the 
three lights, symbols of Light, Life, and 
Love, has been hidden. Our Masters 
have not spoken the Sacred Words. The 
Neophytes have not been instructed. 
The Greater Light has been veiled. 
Night had come over the Earth. We 
will now not only commemorate the 
beginning of our work in a new cycle 
and the closing of the seven years of 
preparation, but we will highly resolve 
this day, and indicate by this convoca- 
tion, that we will henceforth prepare 
ourselves for the great task that awaits 
us. When you were inducted into the 
work of the Order, you took a pledge of 
service. I want to remind you of this 
pledge: ‘Before the sign of the Cross, 
I promise . . . ° Symbolizing that we will 
resume our task and meet as true Rosi- 
crucians for work and worship, we will 
now again light the Sacred Flame on 
the Altar in the East. 
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“These seven years of preparation 
have passed and we must now prepare 
to take up our work again with renewed 
faith in its ultimate success. We must 
now work with ambition and energy at 
the raising of a great and grand edifice 
which has its conception in the spiritual 
creation, which is to be manifested on 
the material plane as our material or- 
ganization. And let us not forget that 
the material manifestation cannot be 
grander, cannot be more beautiful than 
the spiritual conception. Let us there- 
fore raise our conception to the highest 
ideal, and let us so perfect it that noth- 
ing shall ever damage the material 
manifestation, our physical organiza- 
tion. 

“Have we made the best of our op- 
portunities in the three and a half 
years that we were forced to curtail 
our activities? We may well ask our- 
selves if we used all we had so far 
learned to the best advantage. I am 
very grateful that I have had the co- 
operation and help of so many who ex- 
tended their love to their fellow men 
in this most trying time. I am happy 
that nearly all who were with us in 
May 1940 are ready and anxious to 
resume the work, and to carry on as 
soon as the signal is given. And we 
have not been idle. Secretly the seed 
has been sown; there are many whose 
interest in the work of the Order has 
been awakened and who are ready to 
fill the ranks of the Neophytes. 

“Tt is well here to remember that, so 
far, we as Fratres and Sorores of the 
Order Rosae Crucis, have experienced 
few real great difficulties. How very 
different it was with our predecessors! 
How many gave their lives for their 
Rosicrucian faith in the persecutions 
which took place in all times. In Spain 
during the Middle Ages, our movement 
was smothered in blood. In Germany 
some Rosicrucians were hanged; others 
were sent to the galleys. In Holland, 
Coppens was banished and Torrentius 
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was tortured on the rack. Francis 
Bacon, Imperator, secretly sought ref- 
uge in a monastery in Holland because 
his life had been attempted. Paracelsus 
was thwarted on all sides for publish- 
ing his books in the interest of man- 
kind. Pythagoras perished with forty 
of his closest disciples when their meet- 
ing place was surrounded by the en- 
emies of the Light, and put on fire. 
Socrates drank the hemlock. Even in 
the remotest ages our Order passed 
through times of persecution. Ikhna- 
ton’s tomb was desecrated by his en- 
emies. On June 8, 1202 B. C., more 
than thirty-one centuries ago, a brother 
of the Order spoke at the Council meet- 
ing at El Amarna as follows: 

“The stars shew naught but trial and 
test by air, fire, and water, which we 
hold to be the elements of the crucible 
from which the precious stone wili 
bring forth its own;’ and again: ‘Who 
among us will rise and predict defeat 
for that for which our Masters have 
labored over twenty-nine cycles (two 
hundred years)? Is not this Truth? Are 
we not assembled in Truth? Are we not 
living Truth? And, can Truth ever die? 
Is not transition the gateway to prog- 
ress? And can the Crucible do more 
than bring about a physical and spir- 
itual transition, a transmutation of the 
principles, for which we have pledged 
our lives?” 

“Here spoke the true Rosicrucian 
spirit; we shall have to make many 
sacrifices to be worthy of such prede- 
cessors. 

“Fratres and Sorores, there are un- 
doubtedly trying times in store for us 
still, but we possess a great and glorious 
heritage that no one can deny us or 
take away from us and that is at our 
disposal everywhere, even in prison or 
in a dungeon. May we ever be truly 
worthy of this heritage, and may it be 
said of us at our trarisition—‘Well done, 
faithful servant! ”

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Faith, the Wonder Worker

AVE you ever tried to walk 
through a brick wall? 
Have you ever wondered 
why it is you cannot? 
Are you guite sure that 
it is what you think it to 

Bal be, namely impassable? 

1 You have never gen- 

uinely tried. You are al- 

ways so sure that you cannot pass 
through the wall that you simply meet 
your own thoughts. Nobody ever has 
walked through a solid wall. Everyone 
says, and thinks, that it is impossible. 

Indeed only the mentally defective 

would attempt so silly a feat. There- 

fore you think of the wall as being solid 
and impassable and for you it is what 
you think it to be. 


Actually, the solidity of the wall 
exists only in your own mind. The 
wall itself is built up of electrons, 
atoms, and molecules. The largest of 
these is many times smaller than the 
smallest particle of dust dancing in a 
sunbeam. You never doubt your power 
to pass through a sunbeam. Why should 
you doubt in the case of a brick wall? 
You have perfect faith, confidence, and 
certainty that you can pass through a 
sunbeam. Thus you succeed. The in- 
ert electrons, atoms, molecules, and dust 
particles obey your desires and make a 
passage for you. You have no faith in 
your authority over the lifeless elec- 
trons which you call a brick wall; 
therefore they bar your path. 


It is by faith that you walk down the 
street. You have perfect faith in your 
power to reach your destination. Ac- 


cording to your faith, so is your achieve- 
ment. If you had the same confidence, 
or faith, in your ability to obtain vig- 
orous health, to bring harmony and 
beauty into your home, to build up a 
prosperous business, to add to your na- 
tion’s literature, to erect buildings which 
will inspire during the centuries to 
come, even to win great battles or guide 
the affairs of a nation, you would find 
your achievement would be according 
to your faith. For faith, or confidence, 
is the pathbreaker to the heights. 


It is in this sense that Jesus extolled 
the virtue of faith. When he told the 
sick to take up their bed and walk, they 
did so. They had faith in Him. He, 
they felt assured, would never tell them 
to do something they could not do. 
Therefore, and this is the important 
thing, they believed they could get u 
and walk. Thus they were healed. Ha 
they shaken their heads and told Jesus 
that some special treatment or opera- 
tion was necessary, even He could not 
have healed them. On one occasion we 
are distinctly told that He could do no 
great work because of the people’s un- 
belief. 


When the disciple tried to walk on the 
water and failed, he was reproved for 
his want of faith. He had no faith— 
that is, confidence—in his own ability. 
Nobody before had ever walked on 
water. Everybody believed that one 
would sink if one tried. Actually no one 
had properly tested the matter. All, ex- 
cept Jesus, were so sure, before their 
foot soles ever touched the water sur- 
face, that they would sink that their 
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fears became objectivized as failure; for 
fear is the opposite of faith. Nothing 
is possible if you think it impossible, 
and nothing is impossible if you think it 
possible. 


Faith Is Not Belief 


The word faith is often used as mean- 
ing belief. This is a perversion. Con- 
sider the word A If faith means 
belief, to be faithful should mean to be 
full of belief, or to be credulous. The 
word faithful, however, has retained its 
correct meaning. It implies loyalty, 
constancy, and steadfastness. All these 
are rooted in confidence. Anyone who 
is loyal to a chief has confidence in him. 
Anyone who is loyal to a principle has 
confidence in that principle. When we 
praise a Christian, because he holds fast 
to the faith, we ought not to mean that 
he continues to believe certain stories 
to be historical rather than allegorical, 
even though the evidence against this 
is strong. This would be dishonest and 
would be hiding, instead of using, the 
talent of reasoning and judgment. To 
believe in a doctrine without reason, or 
to believe a story to be historical with- 
out any historical evidence, is merely 
guessing, even wishing. A religion 
founded on guessing and wishing is 
built upon sand. Founded upon faith, 
or confidence in principles, it becomes 
the rock of centuries. The only merit 
in belief is when an inquirer honestly 
admits something to be true which, per- 
haps, he had hoped to find untrue, as 
for instance reincarnation. This would 
be an act of faith, faith in truth. Truth 
is ever ready to enter when welcomed. 
Those who hold obstinately to their own 
beliefs and miscall it faith, and regard 
themselves as strong and loyal, are 
slamming the door against truth. And 
truth is the Light of the world. 


If believers regard others as apostates 
and label their faith heresy, they are 
revealing not only a lack of confidence 
in their own creed but even a lack of 
conviction in its truth. They would 
never trouble about anyone who held 
the opinion that two plus two equalled 
five. Yet this would be a more serious 
error than any heresy that has ever 
riven christendom. If widely believed 
it would invalidate all calculations. It 
could reduce even civilization to chaos. 


Belief is a snare. Faith is the great 
miracle worker. Faith is the intelli- 
gence of heaven. Faith is nature’s 
oracle. Faith is the pearl of great price. 
Faith is born of the intuition. Courage, 
decision, perseverance, industry, endur- 
ance and energy are all born of faith. 


The Miracles of Achiecement 


Faith wins great battles. Cromwell 
at Dunbar was surrounded by his foes, 
who greatly outnumbered him and oc- 
cupied all the heights. When Crom- 
well saw this he cried in a moment of 
exaltation, “Let God arise and let His 
enemies be scattered.” ‘They were scat- 
tered. For faith is the invisible weapon 
of the warrior. 

Faith writes great dramas. When 
Carlyle wrote Sertor Resartus, the ed- 
itor of the magazine in which it was 
published had to discontinue it, such 
was the clamor from his readers. Did 
Carlyle lose faith? No, instead he wrote 
the French Revolution. When he had 
finished the first volume of the manu- 
script it was accidentally burned. He 
rewrote it while possessed of hardly suf- 
ficient funds to meet his household ex- 
penses. He had faith in his message 
and faith in his power to deliver it. To- 
day both works rank among the pillars 
of English literature—for faith is the 
Lord of Fate. 


Faith navigates unchartered seas and 
discovers unknown lands. Henry the 
Navigator spent whole days and nights 
in his study among maps and charts 
and mathematical books. He inter- 
viewed pilots and sea captains and ship- 
builders. He gave them faith and sent 
them forth into unexplored seas. Subse- 
quently, Portuguese navigators rounded 
the Cape of Good Hope. They reached 
Abyssinia, explored the northeast coast 
of America, and discovered Labrador, 
Newfoundland, and Greenland, as well 
as Brazil and Ceylon. They discovered 
California in 1542, Thus did Henry’s 
tireless industry, born of his faith, 
triumph; for faith herself is tireless. 


Faith can transform desolate wastes 
into regions rich in corn and fruit. It 
can conjure up highways gay with gor- 
geous colored flowers. When Brigham 
Young, at the head of his tired and di- 
sease-stricken pilgrims, reached the Salt 
Lake valley, from horizon to horizon a 
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barren expanse, deserted even by bears 
and buffaloes, with but one solitary tree 
in the wide expanse, was revealed to 
them. Was this the promised land? 
“This is the place,” quietly remarked 
Brigham Young, “1 have seen it in my 
vision.” Today that region is perhaps 
the most fertile on the continent; for 
faith is the seeing of the saint. 

Faith can protect a whole nation in 
the hour of great peril. It was during 
the Seven Years’ War that the elder 
Pitt said of England, “I believe I can 
save this nation and 1 believe I am the 
only one who can.” He also achieved 
according to his faith; for faith is the 
vision of the statesman. 

As the Rev. W. E. Channing of Bos- 
ton lay on his sick bed, he remarked 
very simply, “Tonight will be very quiet 
and peaceful for me.” He knew he 
would not see the morrow’s sun. Thus 
was faith the mystic understanding 
which comes with the decline of life; 
for faith herself is deathless. 

Though hope is the gleam of light 
which dispels the bleak clouds of grief, 
hope herself is faith that the good will 
prevail in the end. Faith is therefore 
the solvent of sorrow. Faith, mutual 
faith, is the cement that binds the mar- 
riage bond and is the foundation of all 
friendships. 


How Faith May Be Acquired 


How then can we acquire this faith 
that enables us to pass through solid 
walls? that builds up a prosperous busi- 
ness? that heals the sick?that commands 
the waves to remain firm while we 
walk on their surface? that wins great 
battles? that writes great dramas? that 
sails in unchartered seas? that builds 
beautiful cities? that guards a nation in 
peril? that brings peace to the dying? 
that makes happy marriages and en- 
during friendships? 


Do not, when first you embark on 
this all absorbing quest, try to walk 
through your house wall into the street, 
nor on the waves of the ocean. At the 
beginning you probably have not faith 
for these feats. Your failure would con- 
firm your negative attitude. But you 
can do much with your health. Realize 
that in actuality your body is whole 
and incorruptible. Like the solidity of 
the brick wall, the illness and defects, 


which you think are so real, exist in 
your own mind. Be what you are. Ban- 
ish all fear. Wet feet will not neces- 
sarily give you a cold, and the elements, 
no matter how uninviting, are general- 
ly health-giving. 

You can do much with your domestic 
and business problems. If the cruise of 
oil will not last, it will be replenished. 
You have plenty for today, do not build 
barns to store up for tomorrow. The 
Hebrews in the wilderness always had 
sufficient manna. When they stored it, 
it spoiled. It does not take a great deal 
of faith to put into practice the maxim, 
“take no thought for the morrow.” Do 
you fear that principle? It is less likely, 
by far, to harm you than are your 
worries and fears and anxieties. A 
mother was once distressed over her lit- 
tle one, sick unto death. She consulted 
doctors and nurses and specialists; she 
tried drugs and treatments and special 
cures. No avail. At length she laid 
the little thing in its cot saying she 
could only leave it to God. Then the 
child got better. 


Perhaps you have business perplex- 
ities and discords and difficult problems. 
The faith to deal with these is quite 
within your reach. There is a solution. 
There is the wisest way possible to han- 
dle the affair. The solution does not 
want forcing, but finding. The perplex- 
ities and difficulties, like the solidity of 
the wall, exist only in your own 
thought-world. Continue this process of 
working by faith, and you will find un- 
dreamed of avenues of opportunity 
opening before you. For, as to Brigham 
Young and William Pitt, it will be done 
unto you according to your faith. 


With each effective application, your 
faith will increase. When you are real- 
ly faithful, or full of faith. You will be 
able to win battles, write great dramas, 
explore distant lands or build a beauti- 
ful city. Ultimately you will be able to 
create a universe, your own universe; 
for faith, which is the kingdom of heav- 
en, is within you. 


God, indeed, created the universe by 
faith. He could never have produced it 
had He lacked faith in his own power.

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WHAT IS A LOG OF WOOD?

HE night was cold and 
still. Shivering slightly I 
dropped another log on 
the fire and curled up in 
a chair in front of the 
fireplace, looking con- 
tentedly into the flames. 
After a few minutes the 
new log started to burn. 
Flames danced brightly across its 
length; smoke curled slowly up the 
chimney; a soft dust of ashes settled 
down imperceptibly on the hearth. As 
I continued to watch, it seemed that 
suddenly I was seeing right into the 
very being of the log. 

The very being of the log! I “came 
to” with a start to find thoughts racing 
through my mind. The log was chang- 
ing. Soon it would actually cease to 
exist. The flames and the smoke were 
passing away. Tomorrow there would 
be only cold ashes left on the hearth. 
What was really happening? What of 
the log itself? What of this being of the 
log that I had almost glimpsed as I sat 
half dreaming in my chair! 

Being! Existence! Existence versus 
Being! My head began to whirl. What 
was being? What was existence? I 
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at my side. 
BEING: to exist or have reality 
EXIST: to have actual or real being 


That was no help. The words were 
being used interchangeably. I could not 
help feeling that that was wrong. Was 
there any clue in the roots of the 
words? 

From the Latin: 

BEING: (see is) (IS: est—is (fr. 
esse, to be) ] 

EXIST: ex—out; sistere—to cause to 

stand (fr. stare, to stand) 


Esse: to stand out from. To stand out 
from esse. ESSE! The ancient name for 
God! 

Of course, ‘to stand out from God.’ 
Being extending itself into existence. 
Is not that the way creation was 
brought about? In His mind, God 
formed patterns of the things He 
wished to create. This was reality. By 
His Will to create, His own spirit en- 
ergy was set in motion, vibrating at 
definite rates. This was actuality. 

Through its movement, His energy 
condensed into particles—these we now 
call electrons; the particles differ only 
in their speed or rate of vibration. 
Groups of the electrons together formed 
the atoms which we call matter. Vary- 
ing combinations of the atoms as mole- 
cules have built up our universe. 

But where did my log of wood fit 
into this picture of creation? First, of 
course, there had been the tree, as the 
Creator had planned it with His Or- 
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ioe primary pattern. Atoms of hy- 
rogen and oxygen as moisture in the 
soil had been drawn by osmosis through 
the root walls into the sprouting seed- 
ling. More oxygen and atoms of carbon 
as carbon dioxide from the air had been 
breathed through the stomata of the 
new little leaves. There the green chlo- 
rophyll of the plant, in the presence 
of the radiant energy it absorbed from 
the sunlight, by the process called 
photosynthesis changed these combina- 
tions to carbohydrate, returning the re- 
maining oxygen to the air. As cellu- 
lose, the carbohydrate became the cell 
walls of the growing tree. Mixed with 
other atoms of nitrogen, sulphur, potas- 
sium, calcium, magnesium, and so 
forth, drawn in as soluble salts with the 
moisture through the roots, it became 
the protoplasm or tissue of the cells 
themselves. Converted into more com- 
plex forms the rest of the carbohydrate 
was stored as sugar or starch or oil. And 
all these patterns working together un- 
der the Law manifested the primary 
pattern called tree. 

Then man had come into the forest 
and cut down the tree. Part of it, per- 
haps, he had used to make lumber, a 
secondary man-imposed pattern. Other 
parts he had cut into lengths to burn. 
So my log of wood had arrived, another 
secondary pattern, at my fireplace. But 
what had become of the primary pat- 
tern tree? This was still in the mind 
of the Creator. It had not changed. It 
had simply been withdrawn from the 
atomic energy that made up the tree 
when other laws were put into opera- 
tion as the man put the force of his axe 
into the mass of the tree. The atoms 
were then no longer the composite pri- 
mary pattern free with its leaves and 
roots and running sap; they were the 
secondary pattern man had formed and 
known to us simply as wood. 

Now what was happening to my log 
of wood as it burned? The new law 
of oxidation in the fire was overcoming 
the laws of cohesion and other laws that 
had formed the log and was rearrang- 
ing the molecules of its cellular struc- 
ture. Gases were being released which 
glowed as flames; more of the gases to- 
gether with tiny particles of carbon 
were rising as smoke; the rest of the 
carbon and other heavier atoms would 
remain as ashes. The electrons and 


atoms themselves were not bein 

changed. They were only being actea 
upon by new laws and so were group- 
ing themselves into the new primary 
patterns of flame and smoke and ashes. 


As I watched it burn, gradually the 
parien I knew as wood was being with- 

awn and new patterns were being 
manifested. Again I lost myself in med- 
itation upon this change. In the first 
place, how was I conscious of it at all? 
Light from the flames and the glowin 
coals reached my eyes and i 
the retina so that the corresponding 
nerve vibrations were carried to my 
brain. There, superimposed upon the 
natural vibration of my brain cells, 
they created, by the Law of the Tri- 
angle, a third vibration which was my 
consciousness of seeing the log burning. 
Heat vibrations reached the nerve end- 
ings in my skin; smoke vibrations stim- 
ulated my nostrils; sound waves from the 
crackling flames hit against my ear- 
drums. And each separate sense organ 
sent to my brain its own set of nerve vi- 
brations which created in my brain con- 
scious sensations of feeling the warmth, 
smelling the smoke, and hearing the 
fire crackle. I had no actual contact 
with the burning log. All I could ever 
experience of it, or of anything, was the 
reflection in my brain brought through 
the patterns created by stimulation of 
my sense organs or other centers of re- 
ception. Then I realized that in truth 
we can never contact directly any act- 
uality. We can only have a realization, 
or a pattern in our mind, of its reflec- 
tion. 


It follows then, of course, that we 
may interpret our impressions wrongly 
and so experience an incorrect reflection 
or realization. However, it is possible 
for the Divine mind within us to recog- 
nize the archetype, the true reality of a 
thing. For the real nature of anything 
is not in its actuality—not in the elec- 
trons and atoms which compose it. Its 
reality is the original mind pattern into 
which the energy has fitted itself ac- 
cording to law. When another law takes 
precedence over the one that is operat- 
ing, the energy is reshaped to fit a new 
pattern in accordance with the new 
law. The electrons and atoms them- 
selves are not changed. It is only the 
new pattern that brings a different 
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manifestation, just as the tree had be- 
come wood and my log of wood had 
been changed to flame and smoke and 
ashes. 

So I came into the realization of the 
true duality of the great creative force. 
Matter (God’s vibrating energy with 
its negative polarity and limited finite 
nature) is always changing, passing 
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from manifestation to manifestation, 
from existence to existence, where it 
‘stands out’ from Being—Esse—God, 
whose mind power (Mind pattern with 
its positive polarity and unlimited in- 
finite nature) forever /S. It was the 
combination of these two which had 
manifested the tree which had made 
my Log of Wood. So mote it be!

Once we learn the Cosmic law gov- 
erning this function of spirit energy 
and how to apply it, we may then, at 
will, keep up a continuous production 
of new cells to replace the worn out 
ones, and thus maintain the physical 
body in any condition that we may 
choose and discard it only when the 


Soul has no more need of it. That need 


pronounced by Schwann may be determined by the soul-person- 


ality development, and it is entirely 
conceivable that such need may never 
present itself. If the Soul should find 
the necessity of a change, It could as 
easily adapt the present body, as indi- 
cated, as It now so easily discards it. 

Many generations of study, much 
meditation and constant research, and 
above all complete Cosmic attunement 
may be necessary before this basic Cos- 
mic law may be revealed to some for- 
tunate being. 

The reasonable conclusion seems to 
be that we who call ourselves mystics 
or philosophers should devote much 
time, thought and prayer to this task. 
Devotion to Cosmic attunement brings 
many strange and sometimes terrifying 
revelations. Who knows when this law 
may be revealed? What a stupendous 
field of study this one thought opens 
for our united efforts.

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Life after Death

APTAIN Eldred Bowyer- 
Bower was a British avi- 
ator in France in World 
War I. On March 19, 
1917, three different 
women had strange ex- 
periences about him. The 
first was his sister, Mrs. 
Dorothy Spearman, who 
was living in India. She was very fond 
of her brother—she’d had him on her 
mind. Late in the afternoon of March 
19, she was playing with her baby on 
the floor, when she felt a strong impulse 
to look around. There stood Eldred, 
with that “dear mischievous look” of 
his. “Fancy your coming out here to 
India!” she exclaimed! Hastily she put 
the baby out of harm’s way on the bed 
and turned to embrace her brother. But 
he was gone. 


The second woman in the case was 
very young—three years old, in fact. 
She was Captain Eldred’s niece in Eng- 
land. On the morning of this same 
March 19, this child came to her mother 
and insisted, “Uncle Eldry is down- 
stairs.” Later that same day the child’s 
mother wrote Eldred’s mother about the 
incident. 


The third woman was old Mrs. Wat- 
son—long-time friend of the Captain’s 
mother. For quite eighteen months she 
had not written Mrs. Bowyer-Bower, 
but on March 19, 1917, she wrote as 
follows: “Something tells me you are 
having great anxiety, about Eldred. 
Will you let me know?” 


An hour after dawn on March 19, 
Captain Eldred was reconnoitering over 
German lines in France. He was 
pounced on from the clouds by an over- 
whelming number of enemy planes. It 
was not until March 23 that the War 
Office reported him missing in action. 
It was not until May 10 that his body 
was found, beside his riddled plane. 

Such are the sober facts, painstaking- 
ly investigated by the London Society 
for Psychical Research. “Nothing but 
ghost stories!” perhaps you exclam— 
“nothing but hallucinations and de- 
lusions!” Well, if such experiences are 
hallucinations they at least occur with 
amazing frequency. Some years ago a 
group of British scientists conducted a 

ind of Gallup Poll in which 17,000 
persons were interviewed on the subject. 
Among these, 163 reported that they 
had at one time or another seen realistic 
apparitions of the dead. Through all the 
centuries of history, from all the nations 
of the world, apparitions of the dead 
have been reported. 

Even stranger are the facts about ap- 
paritions of the living. Among the 17,- 
000 persons who were “Gallup Polled” 
on the subject, 352 reported that they 
had seen realistic apparitions of persons 
still alive. 

But what do apparitions of the living 
have to do with whether soldiers sur- 
vive beyond death? Just this: the whole 
problem resolves about the question of 
whether the human soul really exists. 
For tens of thousands of years almost 
all mankind has believed in the reality 
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of the soul. Today, in our age of science, 
many psychologists scoff at the idea. 
But suppose that we could tum science 
itself upon the problem, and suppose 
that when we did we found convincing 
evidence that souls do exist, and that 
they may survive the death of the body. 
That is exactly what many careful in- 
vestigators are doing. 

By the “soul” we mean that aspect 
of a personality, which can be con- 
scious and active apart from the physi- 
cal body. To illustrate, let us consider 
a case collected in one of the scientific 
censuses of this sort of thing, conducted 
some years ago in England. The follow- 
ing account is abridged from a state- 
ment written by Rev. P. H. Newnham: 

“In March 1854 (he reported) I was 
up at Oxford, keeping my last term. 
One evening about 9 P. M. I flung my- 
self, without undressing, on the bed, 
and soon fell asleep. 

“I then had a singular and vivid 
dream, all the incidents of which are 
still as clear to my memory, as ever. I 
dreamed that I was stopping with the 
family of the lady who subsequently 
became my wife. On arriving in the 
hall (on my way to bed) I perceived 
that my fiancée was only then near the 
top of the staircase. I rushed upstairs, 
overtook her at the top step, and passed 
my two arms around her waist, under 
her arms, from behind. 

“On this I woke, and a clock in the 
house struck 10 almost immediately 
afterwards. 

“So strong was the impression of the 
dream that I wrote a detailed account 
of it next morning to my fiancée. 

“Crossing my letter, not in answer 
to it, I received a letter from the lady 
in question (saying): ‘Were you think- 
ing about me, very specially, last night, 
just about 10 o'clock? For as I was go- 
ing upstairs to bed, I distinctly heard 
your footsteps on the stairs, and felt 
you put your arms around my waist.” ” 

Cases like this, in which something 
that can be best called the soul does 
leave the physical body and do things 
at a distance, are reported by a good 
many trustworthy people. For example, 
Mrs. Caroline D. Larsen, author of a 
book of Danish short stories, and wife 
of Alfred Larsen (whose biography will 
be found in Who's Who in America) 
has published a little book recounting 


her own travels away from her physical 
body. Sylvan Muldoon, in a similar 
book, The Projection of the Astral Body, 
tells how he made a very practical use 
of this: 

“I seemed under the spell of some in- 
describable loneliness. I entered my 
room, locked the door, and flung my- 
self across the bed. I had lain there but 
a short time when my astral body 
moved up into the air, and then outside 
and into the street. I found that I was 
in a strange house. I knew not where. 
Four peopie were in the room, one of 
them a girl of about seventeen, who was 
sewing upon a black dress. I went about 
the room, taking visual notes of various 
objects. I took one last look about the 
place, outside and in, and saw that it 
was a farmhouse. Instantly I was back 
in my own room again, looking down at 
my physical body which lay upon 
the bed. 

“Six weeks passed. Then, one after- 
noon, as I was coming home, I saw a 
girl get out of a car. Immediately I 
recognized her as the young lady I had 
seen that night, in the farmhouse. One 
thing led to another. I began to like 
her. She is at the present time, in fact, 
a very close friend of mine.” 

“Fantastic!” you say? Well, maybe 
so. But just try out a little experiment 
before you reach any final conclusions. 
First, place both your feet flat on the 
floor. Let your hands fall loosely on 
your thighs. Take as comfortable a 
position as you can. Now close your 
eyes and begin to relax. Let your hands 
grow heavier and heavier—utterly limp. 
Let the muscles of your face grow 
heavier and heavier, completely at rest. 
Now, while your whole body grows 
heavier and heavier, and sinks into 
deeper and deeper peace, I want you to 
turn your attention to some distant 
place where there is someone you care 
about—-perhaps some lad who is in 
military service. Imagine that loved 
person as vividly as you can. Imagine 
his surroundings vividly. Imagine your- 
self as standing in front of him, talking 
with him. Ask him questions and listen 
for him to answer. 

When you have finished this little 
experiment, open your eyes, and let’s 
discuss it a bit. Your imagined form 
was standing in front of the imagined 
form of your friend, far away. So far 
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we are dealing merely with ordinary 
imagination. But suppose that that 
imagination were combined with what 
Dr. J. B. Rhine at Duke University calls 
“extra-sensory perception’—that is to 
say, with telepathy and clairvoyance. 
Suppose that both you and your friend 
hadi had telepathic and clairvoyant 
power in high degrees. In that case, 
when you thought of your loved one, he 
would have been aware of your thought. 
You would each have been able to catch 
to some extent what was in the mind 
of the other. Your two imaginations 
would have combined into one shared 
vision in which you would have been 
able to see each other in the inner world 
and to hear each other speak and reply. 
If your loved one projected this inner- 
world image into his physical surround- 
ings, he would perceive you as an 
apparition. 

Some scientists, of course, do not be- 
lieve in telepathy. As recently as 1940 
the Scientific Monthly published an 
article by Professor Sumner Boyer Ely 
which concluded as follows: 

“There has never been any evidence 
produced which would warrant the be- 
lief that there is such a thing as telepa- 
thy. ... We can positively say that no 
mind has ever yet communicated with 
another mind other than through ordi- 
nary sensory channels.” 

Professor Ely was apparently un- 
aware that the results of over 3,600,000 
tests of telepathy and other kinds of 
extra-sensory perception have been pub- 
lished, including researches by forty- 
eight different psychologists in twenty- 
seven college and university labora- 
tories. Their findings point overwhelm- 
ingly to the reality of telepathy and 
clairvoyance. The real test of the ex- 
istence of the soul is whether the con- 
sciousness of given persons can actually 
bring back correct information about 
distant events not known through ordi- 
nary sight, sound, and touch, and 
whether that consciousness can make its 
presence and its ideas and images known 
apart from the physical body. The evi- 
dence for the reality of the human soul, 
thus defined, has become so strong that 
the burden of proof lies upon those who 
deny its existence. 

But what about survival after death? 
Suppose it is true that consciousness can 
sometimes travel afar from its physical 


body, appear to distant loved ones, and 
bring back memories of what occurred 
and of what was said—does that prove 
that the soul lives on when the body is 
destroyed by shrapnel or drowned in 
the sea? 

Actually, the fact that the soul can 
travel away from the living body does 
point strongly toward belief that it can 
also survive the dead body. Apparitions 
of the living shade off into apparitions 
of the dead without a break. Various 
reliable witnesses have told how, when 
their bodies came near to physical death, 
they experienced a temporary excursion 
of their own astral body. Apparitions 
of persons shortly before their death 
have been seen in a number of cases. 
Apparitions seen at the very time when 
the physical body was dying far away 
are reported frequently. But after the 
body has been dead for days, months, 
or even years, apparitions of the same 
sort are still seen, sometimes by several 
people at the same time, each of whom 
corroborates the others. 

Not only do apparitions of the living 
shade off without a break into appari- 
tions of the dead, but the two kinds of 
SK ona are practically identical in 
character. The apparitions of the dead 
almost always appear in ordinary cloth- 
ing, not in ghostly winding sheets. So 
also do apparitions of the living appear 
in ordinary clothing. Apparitions of the 
dead usually adjust themselves to the 
physical surroundings in which they 
appear, as by passing through door- 
ways, sitting in chairs, walking up stair- 
ways, looking at pictures on the wall, 
and the like. So also do apparitions of 
the living. 

Apparitions of the dead most often 
appear to people with whom they have 
strong emotional bonds, such as to 
sweetheart, husband or wife, to parent 
or child, or to close friend or bitter 
enemy. So too do conscious apparitions 
of the living. Apparitions of the dead 
are not only seen but are sometimes 
heard to speak and are sometimes felt 
to touch the one who perceives them. 
So also are apparitions of the living. 
In all these ways. therefore, the appari- 
tions of the dead are found to be the 
same sort of thing as are the conscious 
apparitions of the living. 

Taking all the facts together, the 
simplest and soundest working theory 
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seems to be that the apparitions of the 
dead also are conscious, and that the 
soul, therefore, does survive the death 
of the body. If the dead are still alive, 
what a blunder it is to mourn for them 
as if death ended all! 

But if one begins to accept the possi- 
bility of survival one runs into another 
danger. Life beyond death is of such 
passionate interest to so many people 
that there have grown up multitudes 
of fake mediums and occultists who 
seek to grow rich by imposing on the 
credulity of those who are bereaved. 
Wherever something precious exists, 
fraudulent imitations are likely to be 
offered. Counterfeit money, forged 
checks, imitation furs, fake diamonds, 
worthless mining stock, spurious works 
of art, hypocritical religion, pretended 
love, charlatan methods for healing 
diseases—all these testify to the ten- 
dency to try to get money or power by 


offering false imitations of precious 
things. 


Beware of frauds. “Spirit” photo- 
graphs, and “spirit” messages, appear- 
ing incredibly on slates, can be faked in 
scores of ways. Mediumistic seances are 
very often sleight-of-hand performances, 
in which trickery is protected by dark- 
ness, cabinets, and religious hypocrisy. 
Many mediums pass on from one to 
another information which they have 
extracted from their sitters, so that each 
can dish up as spirit messages what the 
others have found out from their custo- 
mers’ careless give-aways. If one wants 
the truth there is no way to get it ex- 
cept by open-minded but skeptical study 
and investigation. 


A clear-headed, scientific approach 
reinforced by study and the advice of 
reliable psychical researchers is the best 
protection against fakes.

NEVITABLY the student of 
psychology, mysticism, 
and philosophy must 
come to grips with the 
phenomena yielded by 
the investigations of psy- 
chic research. Some 
years ago, in exploring 

3| the standard literature of 
the field, I came across the voluminous 
writings of Dr. Hereward Carrington, 
and found them sane, scholarly, and de- 
cidely worth while. It was a real pleas- 
ure, then, recently in Los Angeles to 
meet Dr. Carrington personally, and to 
present him as a platform guest during 
one of our public assemblies. 

With the readers of this column in 
mind, an interview was obtained later 
with Dr. Carrington at his studio in 
Hollywood, from which the following 
facts were gained, describing his life- 
work and point of view. 

Dr. Hereward Carrington was born 
on the Island of Jersey, one of the 
Channel Islands off the coast of Eng- 
land, on October 17, 1880. His father 
was for many years a cartographer and 
hydrographer with the British Admiral- 
ty. After an educational beginning in 
England, young Carrington came to 
America, at the age of nineteen, and 
pursued further studies in the Minne- 
sota and Iowa universities. Some years 
later he received an honorary Doctorate 
from the University of Iowa. 

In 1899 he joined the Boston branch 
of the British Society for Psychical Re- 
search—some forty-six years ago! He be- 


came closely associated with Dr. Rich- 
ard Hodgson and Dr. J. H. Hyslop, and 
helped the latter found the American 
Society for Psychical Research in 1907. 
For two years he worked as a profes- 
sional associate with Dr. Hyslop, ad- 
miring the profound scholarship of the 
erstwhile Columbia professor. 


In the long years between then and 
now Dr. Carrington has achieved a not- 
able career as free-lance writer, lectur- 
er, and independent psychical investi- 
gator. In 1933 he founded the Ameri- 
can Psychical Institute, designed for 
the investigation, study, classification, 
and the literary reporting of all types 
of psychic phenomena. He is trained in 
laboratory techniques and equipment 
and seeks to apply the precise methods 
and measurements of science to the su- 
i aci manifestations of human 
life. 

During these years he has written 
and published more than one hundred 
books, large and small, the latest of 
which, The Invisible World, will be 
published in New York next year. He 
has contributed more than one thou- 
sand articles to the literature of psy- 
chology and psychic research, and has 
written many “Reports” and “Proceed- 
ings” for dissemination among scholars. 

In response to a question as to the 
most remarkable phenomena which he 
has seen, Dr. Carrington unhesitatingly 
mentioned the experiments and sittings 
with the famed Eusapia Palladino as 
the most unusual of his experiences. 
Along with other scientists and dis- 
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tinguished laymen, he observed the 
phenomena of Palladino in Naples, 
England, New York, and even on ship- 
board! He recalls many startling in- 
stances of telekinesis—the movement of 
objects without ordinary physical con- 
tact, levitations, or supernormal raising 
of objects, lights, raps, and odd ma- 
terializations. On several different oc- 
casions he witnessed the materialization 
of bits of bodies, as he describes them— 
and had the peculiar sensation of shak- 
ing and holding a hand which dema- 
terialized within two seconds while 
firmly held in his grasp! 


He has been present at fifty-one sit- 
tings with the celebrated mental me- 
dium, Margery, and also with Mrs. 
Piper. He has investigated hundreds of 
sensitives, mediums, and clairvoyants, 
and has carefully studied their phe- 
nomena. 

As to the ultimate interpretation of 
the unusual and mysterious phenomena 
which he has witnessed, Dr. Carrington 
is still officially on the Pile He states 
that there is quite a body of respectable 
scientific evidence in favor of the sur- 
vival of human personality, but evi- 
dence is not proof. Spiritualism, with 
its doctrines and communications, is for 
him still a hypothesis. According to his 
view (shared by the Rosicrucians) 90 to 
95 per cent of all psychic phenomena 
are explicable in terms of the telepathic 
and other known and unknown powers 
of the subjective mind. Thus, the great 
majority of such happenings are cer- 
tainly not Spiritistic, as commonly be- 
lieved. 

The small residuum of about 5 per 
cent is, naturally, of supreme interest 
to psychic scientists and all inquirers 
into the higher faculties of the human 
organism. At sixty-five, Dr. Carrington 
is vigorous and clear-minded, and ar- 
dently proposes to devote the remain- 
ing years of his long career to the con- 
tinued study and elucidation of the 
most mysterious, and in some respects 
the most important, phenomena occur- 


ring in the world of nature and of man. 
* * * 


As our interview neared its close the 
psychic scientist brought forth a volume 
on the psychology and technique of 
fasting, which he had written many 
years ago. He contends that almost 


everyone eats too much, and that an 
occasional fast purifies the blood stream 
and removes the causes of many of the 
illnesses which afflict mankind. 


Fasting, states Dr. Carrington, means 
to eat no food at all and drink nothing 
but water for a period of time, usually 
about a week. For the first two days 
habit hunger assails one, but beginning 
about the third day there is no parti- 
cular desire for food. Weight is lost at 
the rate of approximately a pound a 
day. A crisis in the fast comes, he says, 
at the end of seven to ten days, when 
the tongue becomes coated, the breath 
offensive, and the whole body seems to 
be throwing off its poisons. Following 
this crisis comes a clearing up of the 
tongue, a sweetening of the breath, and 
the inner self says, “Eat!” Then is the 
time to break the fast, for the purifica- 
tion has been accomplished and the 
body is ready, slowly, to resume a nor- 
mal ingestion of food. Naturally, great 
care should be taken in fasting so as 
not to harm oneself, and preferably it 
should be done under the care of a phy- 
sician and after studying some of the 
reliable literature on the subject. 

Mystics and philosophers have writ- 
ten for centuries of the curious and oc- 
casionally enthralling states of con- 
sciousness attendant upon a fast. The 
brief subjugation of the body’s desire 
for food seems to release a flood of im- 
peere from the higher centers. Per- 

aps in a later issue your correspondent 
will be able to report upon mystical 
insights and other reflections gained 
while fasting!

Without the 
beauty and spiritual peace of the un- 
foldment of the rose of our soul-per- 
sonality, the cross of life and its ad- 
versities is but a bitter experience, a 
hateful passage through an alien and 
hostile world. With the symbolic, un- 
folding rose of spirituality and true 
serenity before us, we can and will 
overcome the world!

Our institutions of religion, along 
with our socio-economic and political 
patterns, will sooner or later be weighed 
in the balance and found wanting. H. 
G. Wells and other courageous souls, 
speaking from a nonmystical point of 
view, declare that the greatest bar to 
the realization of Christ’s ideal among 
men consists in the attitude and mis- 
taken dogma of most organized religion 
—collective Churchianity! Granting the 
splendid work of many individuals 
within and without the Church, and of 
some congregations, it is difficult to 
deny the contention that religion, taken 
as a whole, is a negative social influence 
in our times! Watch closely in 1946, 
and observe the actual and attempted 
misuse of ecclesiastical power. 

Withal, humanity rises phoenixlike, 
from each defeat and harsh discourage- 
ment, and will never abate its quest un- 
til the final spiritual goal is reached.

temperate. Four times this has oc- 
curred. The destruction of human life 
must have been tremendous during 
these glaciations of the Pleistocene 
period. 

The most recent descent of the ice 
was during the middle Stone Age—less 
than 50,000 years ago! What assurances 
have we that our present warm interval 
will not again be followed by another 
glacial descent? These descents are ap- 
parently cyclical, driving all living 
things before them or destroying them. 
The last descent covered all of northern 
England and as far south as the Ohio 
Valley in North America. The cause 
of this glaciation is not known with cer- 
tainty, although several hypotheses 
have been advanced. 

All of these facts indicate that natural 
phenomena, having a persistence which 
we Call law, eventually produced a con- 
dition which came to be conducive to 
what we know as mankind. There is 
no indication that the earth was se- 
lected arbitrarily as the special theatre 
for man. If it had been, it most certain- 
ly would be more conducive than it is, 
to his permanent existence. That the 
earth must follow the course of many 
other Cosmic bodies and eventually be- 
come a dead world as, for example, the 
moon, is inevitable and logical to pre- 
sume. Man himself with his rapidly ad- 
vancing technical knowledge and his 
retarded moral restraint may destroy 
his own kind long before the earth it- 
self becomes no longer habitable. Fur- 
ther, it is not beyond the realm of prob- 
ability that man may hasten the de- 
struction of the earth as a habitat for 
that mysterious phenomenon, Life. 
Could large atomic explosions rupture 
the ozone filter and admit the burning 
ultraviolet rays, scorching great areas 
of the earth? Could the transmutation 
by atomic means of great areas of the 
earth’s substance change its mass and 
affect its rotation, causing the seas to 
move outward into space? 


What of Man? 


What of man? He would cease to be 
—at least on earth. So far as we know, 
the phenomenon of life as we know 
it, does not exist elsewhere in our solar 


system. As we know life, intelligence 
is an attribute of it. In man this intel- 
ligence equals not just an unconscious 
response to an environment, but an ap- 
praisal of existence itself. If such an in- 
telligence, equal or superior to ours, 
exists on any of the planets, it would 
have made itself manifest to us by now, 
through some means. If the other plan- 
ets are far older, and if life existed 
there, then it would have developed far 
beyond ours, and its intelligence would 
perhaps exceed ours. Our universe is but 
one of an infinite number of other uni- 
verses in the reaches of space. These 
other universes are so distant that they 
appear as little islands of light. They 
have their suns and their planets. It 
is hardly conceivable that, of the bil- 
lions of stars and planets beyond our 
range of astronomical vision, on one the 
phenomenon of life should not exist in 
some form. Our earth in its chemical 
structure, as has been spectroscopically 
revealed, has a unity with the other 
stars and planets. Their elements, at 
least when incandescent, give off the 
same color in the spectrum as do the 
earth’s elements. Therefore, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that nowhere in the uni- 
verse does life exist except on earth and 
that it is a condition unique to our 
globe. If we conceive life as an expres- 
sion of a great Cosmic scale of phenom- 
ena, then elsewhere this manifestation 
must have occurred or must now exist. 


It matters not whether man ceases to 
be on earth in either a near or remote 
future. What is of consequence is that 
Being becomes self-conscious in us. 
What a privilege it is to be human! We 
not only are, just as the stars and seas 
are, but we can realize our existence 
and in addition at least a portion of all 
Being. This state of awareness of exis- 
tence and of our own being is the most 
exalted state of which we have know- 
ledge in the universe. This sensitivity 
or evolved consciousness is the greatest 
asset that humanity has. Without it 
we could still be, that is, we could be a 
collection of electrons and atoms. The 
essence of our material substance could 
never be destroyed. We would con- 
tinue physically so far as the elements 
of our being are concerned, perhaps 
either as a gas, a liquid, or some new 
solid. What is important to us is the 
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conscious interlude — the momentary 
realization, which life affords, that we 
are. 


With the enlargement of conscious- 
ness, the unfoldment of self, and greater 
perception and reflection, the span of 
human existence increases. I do not 
mean that man will necessarily live 
much longer as a physical expression, 
with greater understanding, than he 
does now, or that he will be able to 
check the eventual end of the globe as 
a habitable place. Understanding, how- 
ever, does condense time. It makes it 
possible for the human to experience 
realities far beyond the span of his per- 
sonal earthly existence. Time is the 
duration of the periods of human con- 


sciousness. These periods of human 
consciousness are composed of experi- 
ences. We might say that time is meas- 
ured experience. Consequently, if our 
understanding permits us by means of 
science and mystical insight to experi- 
ence a past of a billion years ago and a 
future of a billion years, we have great- 
ly increased our conscious existence. 


It is not how long man may have his 
eyes open, but what he shall learn to 
see when they are that is important. 
After all, only those who apply them- 
selves to the solution of the Cosmic 
mysteries insofar as their understand- 
ing is concerned are truly living. The 
distinction of life is consciousness, and 
in man that is understanding.

F PEOPLE ask you what 
Rosicrucianism is, tell 
them that it is a philos- 
ophy of life. It is mysti- 
cism applied to daily liv- 
ing. It is the true mysti- 
cism, not the spurious im- 
itation promulgated by 
sleight - of - hand artists. 
Mysticism is the oldest system of phi- 
losophy in the world, and it is also the 
most widespread. It has had its adher- 
ents in every age and among all people. 
In China it is known as Taoism. In In- 
dia it is known as Buddhism. In western 
countries it is known as theosophy. 
Among the Jews it is known as Keba- 
listic Judaism or Chassidic Judaism. 

Every religion has its inner circle and 
its secret teachings. A study of all the 
great religions of the world reveals the 
fact that the inner teachings of all the 
great religions are practically identical. 
The different religions are like the 
many mansions in our father’s house. 
The inner teaching in each one is the 
Divine Wisdom, the Truth that God re- 
vealed to each people through His pre- 
pared and chosen ministers, the Ava- 
tars—such men were Zarathustra, Bud- 
dha, Moses, and Jesus.

Scientific ma- 
terialism, based upon nineteenth-cen- 
tury science, collapsed with the new 
trend of scientific thought in the pres- 
ent age. Radium, radio, and relativity 
completely exploded the fundamentals 
of nineteenth - century science. Some 
philosophies are purely personal ex- 
pressions, like those of Fichte, von 
Schelling, and von Herder of the ro- 
mantic period in Germany. 

The mystic philosophy, however, has 
completely satisfied the most diverse 
types of mind and temperament. It has 
stood the test of time. It has appealed 
to the noblest intellects of the human 
race. It has been a life-long inspiration 
to more geniuses than any other philos- 
ophy. The roll call of the mystic phi- 
losophers is the grandest in the world. 
There is Ikhnaton in ancient Egypt, 
called by Breasted “the first personality 
in history.” There is Omar Khayyam, 
the gentle poet of ancient Persia.

Not all of 
them have been active members of the 
Rosicrucian Order, but they have all 
been students of mysticism, and ex- 
emplars of the mystic life.

The father of Jesus was 
a carpenter. Roger Bacon was a monk. 
Sir Francis Bacon was Chief Justice of 
England. Shelley was a poet, and Ma- 
dame Blavatsky was a daughter of the 
Russian nobility. 

Color, race, creed, nationality, and 
social class are meaningless in the eyes 
of God. Every human being is a soul 
on the path of evolution. Differences 
of race, creed, color, and social class are 
merely forms through which the soul 
functions. They are like the exercise- 
ground on which the body is trained. 
Any soul, however, instead of patiently 
waiting for time to sweep him very 
gently and gradually to the foot of the 
mountain that leads to illumination can 
take the steeper road to the summit and 
finish the required course for this period 
of evolution centuries before.

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The Divinity of Man

E, AS human beings, should 
not develop—either con- 
sciously or unconsciously 
—that strange attitude 
and that strange mental 
idea that we are superior 
+| to all other beings on the 
i) face of the earth. There 
- is nothing that will inter- 
fere with the progress in life of the 
average individual so much as a degree 
of the superiority complex, unless per- 
haps it is the development of a degree 
of the inferiority complex. 

But there is no reason why we should 
not understand, frankly and honestly, 
the real facts. Man is the highest form 
and highest development of the creative 
forces of the universe. Man was gradu- 
ally evolved and created to be “the liv- 
ing image of God.” This does not mean 
the image of a personal God, and it 
does not mean having the form and 
figure and body of a God, but having 
the spiritual image, the spiritual quali- 
ties, the spiritual properties of the God 
Consciousness in our own physical or- 
ganisms and in our minds and souls. 

Man possesses by birth and by divine 
right and divine gift, more highly 
evolved abilities and powers than any 
other of God’s creatures on earth. The 
fact that he can talk, think, and analyze, 
and that he can do things with his fin- 
gers and hands and with his body that 
other animal creatures cannot do, easily 
demonstrates man’s highest develop- 
ment. But there are many other qual- 
ities that man possesses that are lying 
dormant, that are not fully awakened, 


and that are not often used, so that the 
average individual is not more than 
forty-five per cent efficient as compared 
with what he could be if he wanted 
to be. 

All of us are surprised at times with 
the strange abilities, powers, and antics 
of my little pet dog. We casually re- 
mark, sometimes, that the things he 
does and the way in which he does them 
would indicate that he is “almost hu- 
man.” And yet that is not a fair state- 
ment because that dog, with all of his 
wonderful abilities, or the best trained 
dog and the most developed dog or cat 
or horse or other animal that ever lived, 
could not begin to approach a human 
being in the special faculties and special 
abilities which human beings possess. 

It is true that all animals, all living 
creatures, have some degree of an un- 
evolved soul. Man is not the only living 
creature that has a soul, but he is the 
only living creature that has a fully de- 
veloped soul, and with the utmost of 
divine wisdom and intelligence asso- 
ciated with that soul. My little dog has 
learned to do things which a child might 
do, with the same understanding and 
the same joy of doing them, and with 
the same good motives and purposes. 
And he has some faculties that the aver- 
age human being has not even tried to 
develop. My little dog senses very 
quickly and very efficiently when any- 
one in the home is worried or deeply 
concerned about something or perplexed 
or tired, and he can quickly show his 
sympathy and reveal that he senses a 
strange condition. I know that if anyone 
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in my home were to be stricken with 
some illness and would be lying in bed, 
with transition very close at hand, that 
that little dog would quickly sense 
the approach of transition and would be- 
gin to cry and wail. He would sense a 
gradual reduction in the aura of the sick 
person and he would know instinctively 
and intuitively that a strange Cosmic 
and physical condition was manifesting. 
Very few human beings have developed 
that degree of sensitivity. And of course 
the dog can sense many other things 
which we might sense also if we took the 
time or the trouble to develop the facul- 
ties with which we were born. But with 
all of his intellect, and with all of his 
cooperation in being trained and devel- 
oped by me, he still is far from possess- 
ing even the slightest degree of the di- 
vine intelligence and understanding 
that a human being possesses. 

It is just as though every human be- 
ing owned and possessed one of the 
largest libraries of knowledge and wis- 
dom in the world but kept this library 
of books and information closed in a 
vault beneath the cellar of his home, 
and never entered it, never allowed 
anyone to look at it, never consulted it 
in any way. Each one of us is born with 
such a library, with such a storehouse 
of divine wisdom, and each one of us is 
born with certain abilities and powers 
that are like sparks waiting to be fanned 
into flames. But we go on our way 
through life without developing these 
abilities, or awakening these qualities, 
and without consulting the great store- 
house of wisdom, until some day we 
find a necessity for doing so. Then we 
have to join with some movement or 
come under some instructor and start an 
intense campaign of serious study and 
practice. We try to do in eight or ten 
years what we should have been doing 
for twenty or twenty-five years previ- 
ously. We try to crowd into a few years 
of life all of the development and study 
that should have been gradual, and 
which should have been helping us in 
our progress. 

It is this divine quality, this God 
consciousness in us, that distinguishes 
human beings from all other crea- 
tures of the animal kingdom. It is what 
God intended in the beginning, when 
after He created all the other things in 
the universe and all the living crea- 


tures, He decided that man should be 
created in His own divine image. Man 
was the last, the highest product of the 
creative consciousness of God, and 
throughout all the ages man has con- 
tinued to be the special concern of God 
in His processes of evolution. No matter 
what else God may do, and what else 
He may create in the universe, what- 
ever is good and helpful and powerful, 
He has reserved for man and continues 
to confer upon man His most beneficent 
and most bountiful blessings. That is 
why man has evolved and brought 
about what we call civilization. Man 
may attribute to himself and to his 
thinking and to his mental capacity 
many of the great improvements in his 
life, but back of his own ability lies the 
divine inspiration which God has placed 
there, and continues to place there. 

Man today has attained only a small 
degree of what he will become through 
the passage of eons of time. But, mght 
now, our highly evolved race of man 
represents the most learned, the most 
powerful, the most developed qualities 
of the God consciousness. Yet, it re- 
quires man’s cooperation, man’s under- 
standing, man’s willingness, to complete 
what God has started. 

As long as man continues to ignore 
the divine side of himself and the divine 
wisdom and highly specialized faculties 
and abilities he has, as long as he re- 
fuses to use them or exercise them, he 
remains in all of his mental and world- 
ly affairs nothing more than a creature 
of the animal kingdom. Man can raise 
himself consciously to the degree of de- 
velopment that he has inwardly. He 
must strive to do so, and he must under- 
stand and comprehend his own being. 
With all the worlds that man is trying 
to explore, in the heavens and through- 
out the universe, with all of the un- 
known lands of the sea that man seeks 
to explore and excavate, with all of the 
planets and starry clusters that man 
wants to investigate and become famil- 
iar with, he continues to ignore the 
greatest field, the greatest world of ex- 
ploration that exists, and that is the 
mner self and the divine self. 

Throughout the world today the 
changing conditions in the material 
world are forcing upon men and women 
the necessity of finding relief and pro- 
tection, of finding salvation and strength 
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and power in something that is not of 
the earthly element. More and more the 
advanced and evolved human being is 
turning his thoughts inwardly and as he 
develops his divine consciousness he be- 
comes a better master of his own affairs 
and of his life. For too many centuries 
man has pinned his faith in the ma- 
terial things of life. The religion of 
the churches says that man should put 
faith in God, but we as Rosicrucians 
say that man should put his faith in 
the God Consciousness and the God wis- 
dom and the God-given powers that he 


assesses and which remain more or 
ess undeveloped in all human beings. 
We have seen the worldly elements 
and the worldly qualities and worldly 
valuations depleted and ruined and de- 
stroyed and made of no value. But the 
one thing that survives and comes to 
the rescue of man is his spiritual and 
mental powers and abilities. Until man 
comes to recognize this to a greater de- 
gree and makes himself in every sense

Occult Explanation of the Biblical Flood 


Archaeologists have found legends and stories of the flood in the old records 
of all early and remote races. The strange thing is that each of these stories is 
similar.
